Voters Approve Saiuel Site 


Chalifour Surprises TM 


By Declaring For Article 


The town of Andover moved 
Tuesday to begin negotiations for 
roughly 25 acres of land for an 
elementary school site off Ban- 
croft Road, It did so following a 
Monday Town Meeting and approval 
of the Selectmen’s recommenda~ 
tion of the site by anoverwhelming 
yote of 817 to 76, 

A soft spoken land development 
contractor was the hero of the 
restrained and informative special 
meeting which moved suspensfully 
to a dramatic climax, 

Jean J, Chalifour, 286 S, Main 
St., one of four landowners with 
acreage involved in the approved 
site, spoke to voters in the last 
minutes of the meeting, putting, 
himself on record as favoring 
municipal acquisition of the land, 
The property owners had been 
expected to remain a solid block 
of opposition, 

Stating that he had **searched 
his conscience,’’ Chalifour said 
his decision was made ‘“‘for the 
good of Andover.’* His statement 
brought thunderous applause and 
a standing ovation, the first posi- 
tive indication that the vote would 
support the town administration, 


The site is owned in part by 
Chalifour, P. Hayden and Virginia 
Clark and Emily Bullock in come 
bination with Margaret E. Reed 
and Garoline B, Blaker, The town 
proposes to acquire it for some= 
thing less than $100,000 and has 
now appropriated that sum to cover 
both acquisition and preliminary 
site development, 

The plan was opposed by not 
only the property owners and some 
neighbors, but also by a group 
backing R, Wayne Long’s proposal 
for extending the municipal sewer 
system to a potential school site 
off Rocky Hill Road, Articles sub- 
mitted by Long for the sewer pro= 
ject and purchase of some 23 acres 
of land known as Cottage Farm 
were not considered Monday be- 
cause they failed to win Finance 
Committee approval under the 
terms of a bylaw provision relating 
to special town meetings, (See 
Page OO for separate story on 
the status of this bylaw.)

She submitted her resignation 
to the School Committee last week 
upon recommendation of her physi- 
cian, 


Mrs, McArdle supervised devel- 
opment of a broad-based music 
education program for Andover and 
initiated an instrumental program 
for the elementary schools which 
serves as a feeder system for the 
yarious school orchestras and 
bands, An extensive choral pro- 
gram is also offered in both ele- 
mentary and secondary schools as 
a result of her efforts, 

She is best known as founder of 
Andover’s prize winning All-Girl 
Band which was ‘‘bornof a dilemma 
in 1939,** The music teacher con= 
ceived the idea of a girls’ band 
because Punchard High (now An- 
dover High) was faced with a 
shortage of muscle power for its 
football squad, The band needed 
boys too, or did until Mrs, Mc= 
Ardle proposed a unique solution, 

The band she founded went on 
to earn wide acclaim and with the 
growth in population, the town has 
been able in recent years to man 
both a football team and a boys’ 
band, 

Over the years Mrs. McArdle 
also established Boys’ and Girls’ 
Glee Clubs in the junior and senior

The teachers will conduct labo= 
ratory-like classes, with subjects 
age 5 to 13 carefully screened and 
chosen from kindergartens and 
grammar schools in the Boston 
area, 

"Ts jt is true that political views 
and attitudes are acquired between 


the ages of 5 and 13,” asserts Dr, 
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Gibson, ‘then elementary social 
studies programs must develop 
teaching strategies and instruc» 
tional materials to make what 
happens in the schools better re= 
flect what the student learns in 
real life, 

‘Presently there is little in the 
classroom to show him how to 
evaluate all the political machina~ 
tions he sees, for example, on 
television ~ in situation serials, in 
news reports and in political cam~ 
paign commercials,” 

‘Through this institute we hope 
to prove that an approach of this 
sort is possible at the elementary 
level,” said Dr, Gibson, *“The re~ 
sults, if favorable, may pave the 
way for revisions in our schools’ 
current basic government and 
social studies courses."

Richard Bowen pointed out that 
the town stands to lose a $78,000 
interest-free, Federal planning 
grant for the Southeast school if 
it cannot show positive action on 
the project by the end of the fiscal 
year> The town has already re= 
ceived one time extension, he said, 

Speaking for the Finance Com= 
mittee, Chairman Robert Hender- 
son told Town Meeting his board 
did not feel construction of a 
sewer in South Andover could be 
regarded as a ‘‘reasonable in= 
vestment”® in view of the fact that

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Wanted: Criteria 


Andover can salvage something out of the bitter wrangle 
that developed over selection of a school site for the 
south end if she will do more when it is over than lament 
the virtues of hindsight over foresight. 

Hindsight can be very handy as foresight if its lessons 
are not ignored, and it would certainly be folly to ignore 
the lessons of recent weeks. 

Nothing could be more evident than that this town 
needs to develop some criteria for the selection of a 
school site, something in the way of a formula to 
standardize the procedure so that future officials will be 
spared the complications that have confronted the present 
manager and Board of Selectmen. 

No local municipal site recommendation has apparently 
ever been so well thought out and documented as that 
presented to Monday’s Town Meeting. The Selectmen con- 
sidered both short and long-range cost factors, soil and 
sewage conditions, land development estimates, popula- 
tion centers and an array of other statistics before coming 
to a conclusion that was remarkably impartial. 

It was a reasonable procedure, but not in keeping with 
tradition. 

There has been no stated policy, but the town has 
tended to acquire sites from willing sellers without giving 
sufficient thought to future development. Hence the high 
school building committee ended up working around a 
considerable area of bog in planning for location of the

new school; and it remained for present officials to dis- 
cover that land purchased by others in 1957 for a South- 
east elementary school was located where drainage by 
any inexpensive means would prove impossible. 

There is nothing new in the idea of working from a 
listing of established criteria when selecting construc- 
tion sites. And there is specific information available on 
what should be considered prior to the locating of a 
school that could be used, along with local experience, 
to set up a list of site ‘‘qualifications’’ for Andover. 

The Selectmen would do well to arm themselves with 
such a check list before they proceed to the work of 
spotting additional elementary school sites — and proceed 
they must. Andover is far from finished with her growing. 

The adjudging of criteria may not eliminate the possi- 
bility that the town will sometime have to locate a school 
on other than a purely perfect site, but it will mean that 
all alternatives are taken into account before acquisitions 
are recommended. 

And hopefully public familiarity with the criteria would 
eliminate some of the disagreements that habitually ac- 
company site talk.

Surprising Facts Part 


Did you know that Thanksgiving 
didn’t become a_ nation-wide 
observance until 1864? It’s a fact! 
And this is just one of the many 
surprising facts about our tradi=« 
tional American holiday, 

The first Thanksgiving was held 
in December of 1621, whenGover- 
nor William Bradford of the Ply- 
mouth Colony appointed a day of 
celebration and sent four men out 
to shoot wild turkeys and other 
fowl, 

The Pilgrims had come ashore 
from the Mayflower on Dec, 21, 
1620, The winter that followed had 
been heartbreaking; half of the 
entire band had perished of 
disease, hunger and exposure, But 
the following March, two Algonquin 
speaking Indians, Samoset from 
the Pemaquid tribe and Squanto 
from the Wampanoag tribe, be= 
friended the remaining group, gave 
them Indian corn seed = telling 
them to plant ‘‘when the oak leaves 
are as big as mouse=ears,”* and 
to catch fish to fertilize the soil, 
Thus the seeds were sown for the 
first Thanksgiving harvest, 

It was a warm and bright sum» 
mer, and the crops grew and 
thrived, When autumn arrived, the 
three log warehouses were filled 
with provisions = the harvest of 
20 acres of corn, and 6 acres of 
wheat, rye, barley and peas, 

Governor Bradford thought it 
fitting to celebrate and givethanks 
for their good fortune anda formal 
invitation was issued to Massasoit, 
grand sachem of the Pokanoket 
Indians to join them in a feast of 
Thanksgiving, Massasoit arrived 
with 90 of his followers and stayed 
for three days of feasting! 

Thanksgiving days following 
harvests later came to be cele= 
brated throughout the New England 
Colonies but on different and vary= 
ing days, George Washington pro= 
claimed November 26, 1789, as the 
first national Thanksgiving Day in 
honor of the new constitution; but
